-on Tuesday, the 9th day of March, 1971, polls to open at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon and will not be closed before five o’clock in the afternoon 
in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1., the remaining Articles to be con- 
sidered at one in the afternoon. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Eleven Thousand Six Hundred and Twenty Dollars ($11,620.00) 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. All 
items marked by an asterisk in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Fourteen Thousand Seventy-two Dollars and Forty-eight Cents 
($14,072.48) to maintain highways, equipment and Town share of T.R.A. 
All items marked by a cross in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Four Hundred Sixty-nine Dollars ($469.00) for the Health Depart- 
ment (Health Officer & Overseer of Poor $60.00, Lisbon District Nursing 
Association $195.00, White Mountain Community Services $214.00). 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Two Hundred Fourteen Dollars ($214.00) to help defray the cost 
of the Lisbon Town Dump. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) for Town Cemeteries.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of Lyman for the fiscal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1970, which was made by this Division in accordance with the vote 
of the Town. Exhibits hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


One of the enclosed audit reports must be given the Town Clerk 
as part of the permanent records. 
SCOPE@OF SAUDI 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 


of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Cemetery 
Association and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1969 and December 31, 1970: 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1969 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1970 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the surplus 
decreased by $485.91 during 1970, from $4, 811. 89 to $4, 325. 98.

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 
An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during 


the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change 
indicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures - Estimated and 
Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 and A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1970, are 
presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of appropriations of $1,370.62 less a revenue 
surplus of $528.20 resulted in a net budget dificit of $842. 42. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1970, made up in accordance with the uniform 
classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Trea- 
surer's balance as of December 31, 1970, is indicated in Exhibit B-2.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector's records. 
The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report 
are therefore subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return 
of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Surplus: 


The current surplus (Excess of total assets over current liabilities) 
decreased by $2, 483.75 in 1970, from $6, 809. 73 to $4, 325.98, as shown here- 
with:

Illegal Transfer of Accumulated Trust Fund Income Made During Year: 


The records of the Trustees of Trust Funds disclosed that during 
1970 accumulated income of cemetery trust funds, which was established 
for perpetual care of certain burial lots, was transferred in total to the newly 
created Lyman Cemetery Association. 


In connection with this transfer, it must be noted that the Trustees 
are not authorized to expend surplus trust fund income for the general care 
of Town cemeteries, The disposition of income accruing to each cemetery 
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trust fund is restricted by law (R.S.A., Chapter 31, Sections 19, 20 and 21) 
and may be used only for the care of the burial lot for which the particular 
fund is created. 


The transfer, by the Trustees during the fiscal year 1970 of all 
accumulated income in excess of actual maintenance costs for which the 
trust funds are liable, constitutes an illegal expenditure of trust fund assets. 
Consequently, the Trustees should request immediate reimbursement from the 
Cemetery Association of the excess payments made. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955 require that the 
auditors' summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
shall be published in the next annual report of the Town. Publication of the 
Exhibits contained in the audit report is optional, at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Lyman for their 
assistance during the course of the audit.

The Lisbon District Nursing Association Inc. was organized to provide skilled nursing 
care, UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE PHYSICIAN, to the sick in their homes on a 
visit basis, charging in proportion to their ability to pay, health instructions, educational 
follow-up and arranging for medical care when necessary. It is supported by the surrounding 
towns served by the association, the nursing fees and the State of New Hampshire. 


The District Nurse is ready to help YOU when you are sick no matter where you live 
in the district, or whatever your financial situation. She gives nursing care and instructions 
to people of all ages - elderly or chronic invalids, mothers with new babies, convalescents, 
returning from the hospital - in fact - to all who require skilled care in the home. 


The help of the District Nurse is obtained by asking your physician to notify the nurse, 
or by telephoning her yourself. The nurse answers each call, but visits are continued only 
under the guidance of a physician. 


The telephone number of the nurse is 838-6616. Fees are set at a rate of six dollars 
($6.00) per call. Fees may be modified or omitted according to circumstances. 


We are asking each town served by the District Nurse to share in the support of the 
Association through their individual town budgets. These towns are Bath, Easton, Franconia, 
Landaff, Lisbon, Lyman and Sugar Hill. 


Therefore, it is proposed that the town of Lyman set aside one dollar ($1.00) per resi- 
dent, (based on the 1970 census), this amount totaling $195.00.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


During this past year, the public has shown a great deal of cooperation in the prevention 
of fires. We wish to express our thanks for a job well done. 


Your forest fire warden’s job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws 
that govern the kindling of outdoor fires, a synopsis of these laws follow. 


FIRE PERMITS 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime the ground 
is not covered with snow. This includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning (SUCH BURNING IS RESTRICTED 
BY REGULATION TO BE PRIOR TO 9:00 A.M. and AFTER 5:00 P.M.). 


An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burning of household waste in towns where 
such rubbish is collected by the town. 


EXCEPTIONS 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed under normal conditions with permission 
of the District Fire Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with permission of the Fire 
Warden. On anothers’ property with written permission of the landowner and permission 
of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits 
for cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic grounds 
where fireplaces have been built for this purpose.
